2. WE SUGGEST: 

A. U.S. BUSINESS MIGHT LEND SUPPORT TO ESTABLISHING LECTURSHIPS 
OR PROFESSORSHIPS IN AMERICAN HISTORY AND AMERICAN STUDIES AT 
NORWEGIAN UNIVERSITIES. WE ARE PARTICULARLY INTERESTED IN HELPING 
THE UNIVERSITY OF TRONDHEIM ESTABLISH SUCH A POSITION, ESPECIALLY 
SINCE ACLS. WHICH OFTEN PLAYS THIS ROLE, WAS UNABLE TO HELP. BUSI-

EVERYWHERE, ARE ALWAYS PINCHED IN THIS REGARD. MOST LOGICAL, 
HOWEVER, MIGHT BE BOOKS FOR AMERICAN STUDIES PROGRAMS.
